Thirty-five African nations — two- 
thirds of the continent — have said they would send delegations to 
the plenary session of the annual “Summit Conference of France 
and Africa"' on Thursday and Friday. Mr. Mitterrand was to meet 
in a private session on Wednesday with heads of French-speaking 
delegations in the Elysee Palace, where a state banquet was to be 
held later in their honour. For the first time King Hassan of 
Morocco is attending the conference. At least 1 6 African nations, 
all former French or Belgian colonies, are represented by their 
chiefs of state or heads of government at the informat three-day 
Isummit. 
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‘Heart attack risk 
declines when 
smokers quit’ 

BOSTON iR) — Men who have- 
been off cigarettes for two years 
are no more susceptible to heart 
attack than those who have never 
smoked, medical researchers rep- 
orted on Wednesday. They said 
the finding was important in light 
of past research showing that 
smokers over age S3 are three 
times more likely than non- 
smokers to suffer a heart attack. 
The Boston University Medical 
School research team found that it 
takes about two years for the inc- 
reased risk of heart attack to dis- 
appear.

MANILA (AP) — Presidential 
candidate Corazon Aquino and 
former Senator Salvador Laurel 
announced late Wednesday they 
have agreed to run against Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos with Mr.

Both Mrs. Aquino and 
Mr. Laurel amended their earlier 
certificates of presidential can- 
didacy at the national election 
headquarters one hour before the 
midnight deadline and several 
hours after Mr. Marcos picked 
maverick assemblyman A rturo M. 
Telcniino as his running mate (See 
page 8).

In a brief statement upon his 
departure from Amman after a 
two-day visit. Dr. Kasm said: “ We 
expect His Majesty King Hussein 
in Damascus — his second hom- 
eland — soon.’* : 

In answer to a question, the Syr- 
ian premier, who was received by 
the King on Tuesday, explained

Information Minister Moh- 
ammad AI Khatib told reporters 
that the “meeting (between the 
King and President Assad) will 
take place very soon. God wil- 
ling-”

report 
progress in 
Taba talks 

HERZUYA. Israel (Agencies) 

— Egyptian and Israeli officials 
reported progress on Wednesday 
in talks over the Taba border dis- 
pute and other issues which have 
strained relations for the past 
three years. 

' Avtaham Tami, director- 
' general of Israeli Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres’ office, told rep- 
orters after a five-hour session: 
.“In general, in relation to the sta- 
rting positions, we have made 
progress.” 

- Egypt has said an overall imp- 
rovement in relations depends on 
settling the dispute over Taba. a 
700-metre strip of Red Sea beach 
held by Israel. 

An Egyptian official also rep- 
orted progress on Wednesday but 
both sides declined to elaborate. 
An Israeli official said delegates , 
hoped to draft documents for sol-. ; 
ving the dispute by negotiation 
through mediators or third-party 1 
arbitration. 

The talks opened on Tuesday 
after a round last week in Cairo. 

. An Israeli newspaper reported 
on Wednesday that Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak had offered 
to compromise on the Taba dis- 
pute. 

The daily Haaretz reported that 
in a message to Peres. Mr. Mub-' 
arak said he would be willing to 
hold informal talks on the border 
dispute, including the possibilities 
of joint control of the beach enc- - 
lave, for 30 days before seeking 
binding Libitration. 

Such a proposal likely would 
-satisfy Israel's demands con- 
cerning the manner of resolving; 
the rivj claims to Taba. 

Until now Egypt has said pub- j 
licly that only arbitration would be ! 
a satisfactory means of resolving ; 
the dispute. 

The president also reiterated his 
stand that once the Taba issue was 
settled, he would be willing to 
meet with Peres. Haaretz said.

Foreign Minister Taher AI 
Masri said earlier this week that 
the King’s visit to Damascus was 
expected to take place before the 
end of this month. 

During his visit to Jordan, Dr. 
Kasm held three meetings with 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai. 

A joint Jordan ian-Syrian com- 
munique issued at the end of the 
Syrian premier’s visit reaffirmed 
both countries' rejection of partial 
and unilateral settlements with 
Israel or direct negotiations with 
the Jewish state. Jordan and Syria 
also pledged to intensify efforts to 
consolidate joint Arab action to 
achieve a just, durable and com- 


prehensive peace in the Middle 
East. 

The communique said the two 
countries “called for a total -wit- 
hdrawal of Israeli forces from all 
occupied Arab territories .inc- 
luding Jerusalem, and the ree- 
stablishment of the Palestinian 
people’s rights in their hom- 
‘ eland.” 

The communique said that Jor- 
dan and Syria “expressed their 
conviction that just and com- 
prehensive peace cannot be ach- 
ieved other than through the con- 
vening of an international con- 
ference under the auspices of the 
United Nations. This conference 
is to be attended by allparties con- 
cerned with the participation of 
the Soviet Union, the United Sta- 
tes and the permanent members at 
the U.N. Security Council.’* 

The communique said both 
sides made “a comprehensive ass- 
essment'* of the developments in 
the Palestinian problem and “rev- 
iewed the situation in the region.” 
Both sides also pledged to 
“enhance the Arab front pol- 
itically, economically and mil- 
itarily to confront aggressive Isr- 


aeli policies.’* 

On the situation in Lebanon, 
both countries stressed the nee- 1 
essity “to fully support the ind- 
ependence of Lebanon, its sov- 
ereignty and unity of its ter- 
ritories.'* They also pledged the 
support of the Lebanese national 
resistance in its confrontation of 
the occupying Israeli forces and 
their agents in South Lebanon. 
The communique demanded a 
“total immediate and unc- 
onditional Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanese territories. 

Jordan and Syria also pledged 
to work towards achieving nat- 
ional reconciliation in Lebanon 
between all factions to secure the 
unify of the country and to restore 
to it stability and peace. 

On bilateral relations, both 
sides expressed “satisfaction for 
the development of economic 
cooperation and coordination and 
decided to continue developing 
these relations on all levels for the 
benefit of both peoples.” 

Dr. Kasm’s talks in Amman 
were the continuation of the 
Syrian-Jordanian rapprochement 
process started in September with 
meetings between the Syrian pre- 
mier and Mr. Rifai.

Hunger-strike by 1 ,500 Arab 
prisoners continues in W.Bank 


New security force Tlas: 


deploys in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A token 
Lebanese army and police force 
on Wednesday patrolled west Bei- 
rut and set up mobile checkpoints 
in another effort to end militia 
anarchy in the mainly Muslim wes- 
tern sector. 

Militiamen kept out of sight and 
a quiet atmosphere was marred 
only by the double bangs of high- 
flying Israeli fighters breaking the 
sound barrier over the capital. 

Beirut citizens told Reuters 
they doubted the new security 
plan would be any more effective 
than previous ones. 

' “We have seen this before. It’s 
all talk,” said a middle-aged 
passer-by as he watched a joint- 
army and police patrol of two 
armoured personnel carriers and 
three jeeps. 

The measures follow five days 
of street fighting last month bet- 
ween the Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) and the Shf fte Amal 
militia, which claimed 68 lives. 

They resemble a short-lived 
plan mediated by Syria in July 
after previous Amal-PSP dashes. 
Forty Syrian observers, in west 
Beirut since then, will help sup- 
ervise the new scheme. 

A joint militia strike force hal- 
ted the f ighting on Nov. 24. and 
police ana army units met no res- 
istance when they moved onto the 
streets at dawn on Wednesday. 

Despite militia cooperation, it 
has taken three weeks for the plan 
to be agreed by a coordination 


committee headed by Prime Min- 
ister Rashid Karami. 

In another development, two 
prominent Christians were rel- 
eased unharmed on Tuesday four" 
days after they were kidnapped in 
Beirut 

American University Hospital 
Doctor Munir Shaxnaa, 58. and 
businessman Joseph Salameb 
were freed at the home of Sheikh 
Mohammad Fadlallah, a senior 
ShPHe Muslim cleric associated 
with the pro-Iranian fun- 
damentalist Hezbollah (Party of 
God). 

Sheikh Fadlallah told reporters 
the two men, who live and work in 
west Beirut, had bqpn seized by 
relatives of people said to have 
been abducted by the rightist 
“Lebanese Forces” milijria. 

The security force deployed on 
Wednesday comprises 450 sol- 
diers and 400 policemen. They 
have 40 armoured vehicles as well 
as jeeps mounted with 106-mm 
recoilless rifles. 

“This operation is aimed at ens- 
uring the security of the cit- 
izenry.’" said army chief of staff 
Maj. Geo. Mahmoud Tay Abu 
Dirgham. who supervised Wed- 
nesday’s operation. 

“We’re moving in to enable 
students to go safely to their sch- 
ools and people to go safely to 
work.” he said. 

Police reported no trouble as 
the security force deployed. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — About 1,500 Pal- 
estinian political prisoners refused 
food on Wednesday in a hun- 
ger strike now in its seventh day.' 
lawyers representing the prisoners 
said. . 

* Attorney Leah Tzerael and 
other prisoner representatives 
said the inmates were protesting 
against deteriorating conditions

They particularly stressed an 
incident last September in which 
prison authorities used tear gas to 
force prisoners at Ashkelon prison 
south of Tel Aviv to stand during 
roll calL 

The Palestinian inmates have 
submitted a list of demands to 
authorities including an imm- 
ediate halt to physical violence 
and verbal abuse and an imp- 
rovement in the qualify and qua- 
ntify of food, Ms. l zemel told the 
Associated Press.

Jneid prison in Nablus north of 
Jerusalem, according to Ms. Tze- 
mel. who said it has since spread to 
prisons in Jenin. Ashkelon and 
Hebron. 

On Monday, prison officials 
removed all food from the pri- 
soners' cells. They have also sto- 
pped providing a special milk sol- 
ution given foe inmates during 
previous hunger strikes. 

The prisoners want less cro- 
wded cells and better food, law- 
yers Ali Ghuzlan and Victor Man-, 
sour told a news conference on 
Tuesday. 

In other developments in the 
occupied West Bank foe Israeli 
authorities have started setting up 
a new settlement in foe Nablus 
region. Reports said foe new set- 
tlement one of six settlements to 
be set up by foe Israelis around 
Nablus, will be called Mikdalim. 

The Israelis are also reported to 
have seized Arab lands near Khan 
Yujais in foe occupied Gaza Strip. 
Reports said that Israeli bul- 
ldozers began work on the land for 
the purpose of building set- 


tlements. 

In occupied Jerusalem, about 
40 supporters of extremist Rabbi 
Meir Kahane held a noisy dem- 
onstration on Tuesday through 
foe heart of foe Old City to protest 
against recent attacks there on 
Israelis. 

Police, who escorted the dem- 
onstration through crowded Arab 
markets, said tension was high but 
there were no incidents. 

Most Arab residents ignored 
foe demonstrators, who waved 
Israeli flags and shouted slogans 
calling for foe death penalty for 
'Palestinian resistance activists. 

The demonstration followed 
the separate attacks last month in 
the Oid Gty of three Israelis who 
ail survived. Police are still see- 
king foe unidentified attackers. 

Israelis, who once regularly 
shopped in foe area, have shunned 
it in recent weeks. 

The American-born Rabbi 
Kahane attended a session of the 
Knesset. Israel's parliament, dur- 
ing foe demonstration. 


Dumas says French stand on 
PLO remains unchanged 


TEL AVIV (R) - French Ext- 
ernal Relations Minister Roland 
Dumas ended a two-day visit to 
Israel on Tuesday amid con- 
troversy over his views on foe Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

Mr. Dumas told a news con- 
ference foe PLO was “a fighting 
organisation but it is not foe rep- 
resentative of all of the Palestinian 
people.” ; 

Palestinian leaders from foe 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip were surprised and asked 
Mr. Dumas for clarification when 


they met him, 
former Gazs 


former Gaza Mayor Rasbad AI 
Shawa.l speaking for the five Pal- 
estinian leaders who met Mr. 
Dumas, said he told them his sta- 
tement was a “slip of foe tongue” 
and that be would withdraw it • 
Before his departure, Mr, 
Dumas told reporters his sta- 
tement tfid not alter French policy, 
which views the PLO as a key ele- 
ment in the Middle East conflict 
but not foe sole legitimate rep-, 


resentative of the Pales tinian peo- 
ple. as it is regarded by Arab and 
other countries. 

‘Trance’s position has not cha- 
nged and it is that foe PLO is foe 
fighting force of the Palestinian 
world ” Mr. Dumas said. 

“It is not France’s duty, of cou- 
rse. to designate who should be 
foe representatives of foe Pal-' 
estinian people. 

“As President Francois Mit- 
terrand has said, this force (foe 
PLO) which leads foe fight must 
when foe time is right, have its 
word to say in foe negotiations in 
foe name of foe Palestinian peo- 
ple.” 

Israeli officials said Mr. Dumas' 
told Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir that Paris understood and 
shared .Israel's opposition to an 
international conference on foe 
Middle East which would seek to 
impose' solutions. However, in a 
press conference on Tuesday, Mr. 
Dumas reiterated Jordan’s rail for 
an international conference on foe 
Middle East. 


BAHRAIN (API - Syrian Def-. 
ence Minister General Mustafa 
Tlas was quoted on Wednesday as 
saying that Syria has foe ability to 
match Israel's nuclear strength. 

Syria is capable of obtaining 
“nuclear weapons to confront Isr- 
ael’s nuclear strength.” Gen. Tlas 
told foe London-based Saudi 
Arabian weekly magazine AI 
Maj all a in an interview. “Syria has 
foe ability to acquire this kind of 
(nuclear) weapon with a view to 
attaining a strategic balance with 
Israel,” he said. 

An account of foe interview was 
distributed here by foe .>atar 
News Agency. 

Gen. Tlas said that Syria was 
“perfectly prepared to repulse any 
aggression by foe Zionist entity.” 

“I warn that foe cost of any att- 
ack on Syrian territory is going to 
be enormous” for Israel. Gen.. 
Tlas told the magazine. 

Obviously alluding to con- 
ventional. non-nuclear weapons. 
Gen. Tlas said that “Syria has 
taken vast and comprehensive str- 
ides in building its armed forces 
and developing its combatants 
with foe aim of attaining a str- 
ategic parity of foe Israeli enemy.” 

“This is based primarily on 
promoting military awareness 
among foe combatants, in add- 
ition to developing modem means 
of training and. preparedness.” 
Gen. Tlas said without ela-^ 
bo rating. 

He stressed that Syria “will not 
take the initiative in introducing 
nuclear weapons to foe Middle 
East, but at foe same time we 
won’t sit back armsfolded in foe 
face of foe Israeli nuclear threat/" ; 

Gen. Has last October told the 
United Arab Emirates newspaper 
AI Ittibad that foe Soviet Union 
“has committed itself to supply 
Damascus with nuclear weapons if 
we are threatened by Israel with 
such types of weaponry.” 

Israel, he said then, “often thr- 
eatens to resort to nuclear arms as 
a means of spreading fear and ter- 
rorising the Arabs in a direct man- 
ner.”- 

He also told AI Ittihad that 
Syria “would not discount the pos- 
sibility that Israel did possess nuc- 
lear arms and would use them.”

TEL AVIV (AP) — American 
investigators arrived in Israel on* 
Wednesday to ask Israeli dip-' 
loraats about the classified mil- 
itary information they got from 
accused U.S. spy Jonathan Jay. 
Pollard. Israel Radio reported 

The delegation is headed by 
State Department legal adviser 
Abraham Sofaer, and its other 
members are Mark Richards and 
John Martin of foe Justice Dep- 
artment. and U.S. attorney Joseph' 
Digenova. foe State Department 
announced on Monday. 

Israeli officials said the Ame- 
rican delegation would do its job 
“with our cooperation as we pro- 
mised.” but refused to elaborate. 

The officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said foe 
delegation would stay in Israel 
several days and had not fixed its 
departure date. 

Pollard, a U.S. navy ir.tei ligencc 
analyst, was arrested Nov. 21 hi 
Washington and charged wt*h spy- 
ing for Israel. A U.S’ official told 
the Associated Press in Was- 
hington last week that foe doc- 
uments included information 
about rad?* J .-.mining techniques 


and electronic capabilities of 
Saudi Arabia. Jordan. Egypt and. 
other Arab states. 

The United States has dem- 
anded that Israel return the doc- 
uments but it is not known whe- 
ther Israel will comply. Israel has „ 
apologised publicly for spying on 
its ally and promised to punish 
those responsible. 

Observers in Washington say 
that by retrieving foe documents. 
U.S. intelligence experts may det- 
ermine how American secrets are 
evaluated by other intelligence 
agencies. Israel's cooperation also, 
could provide clues on the leaks in 
the U.S. intelligence system, they 
say. 

The United States has said it 
also wants to question the two sci- 
ence attaches. Yosef Yagur and 
1 1 an Ravid. whom Israel recalled 
from foe United States. 

Some news reports say foe 
Americans also are seeking to int- 
erview former Mossad int- 
elligence agent Rafael Eitan. who 
has been iden fified by Israeli new- 
spapers as foe head of foe cla- 
ndestine unit which recruited Pol- 
lard. 


Reagan urges end to 
human rights violations 


WASHINGTON (R) —President 
Reagan has criticised a dozen 
countries for what he called their 
human rights abuses and said foe 
Kremlin’s future actions on 
h uman rights would have a pro- 
found effect on U5. -Soviet rel- 
ations. 

Mr. Reagan named Vietnam.' 
Ethiopia. Cuba, Nicaragua. Iran. 
South Africa. Chile, the Phi- 
lippines, Poland, Romania and 
Bulgaria as well as foe Soviet 
Union on Tuesday as countries 
who in one form or another had 
violated human rights. 

Mr. Reagan, who said before 
and after ms summit with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev last 
month that he would pursue quiet 
diplomacy with Moscow on 
human rights, was far less critical 


of foe Soviet Union than he has 
been in foe past. 

Mr. Reagan, speaking at a 
White House ceremony marking- 
the 37th anniversary of foe U.N. 
Declaration on Human Rights, 
said he and Mr. Gorbachev had 
agreed at their summit to deal with 
humanitarian problems in a hum- 
anitarian way. 

As he has frequently before. 
Mr. Reagan condemned Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan and 
Vietnam's military involvement in 
Kampuchea. 

Cuba and Nicaragua had vio- 
lated foe human rights of their cit- 
izens. and in Chile and foe Phi- 
lippines foe United States has had. 
to direct foe attention of gov- 
ernments there to abuses, he said.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel asked 
foe United States on Wednesday 
for $3.55 billion in aid for 1987, 
$550 million more ihan this years 
aid package. Israel Radio rep- 
orted. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'ihanded foe request to U.S. 
Ambassador Thomas Pickering as 
part of an annual report about Isr- 
ael's economy, said Finance Min- 
istry spokesman Eli Yosef, who 
confirmed the request was for at 
least $3.5 billion but said he could 
not give an exact figure. 

Pickering told Moda’i foe Uni- 
ted States would consider foe req- 
uest “with sympathy,” foe radio 
said. 

The request came at an emb- 
arrassing moment for Israel, 
which caughi in a spy scandal inv- 
olving American navy analyst 
Jonathan Jay Pollard who is acc- 
used of selling classified doc- 
uments to Israel. 

Four American investigators 
from the state and justice dep- 
artment?. arrived here Wednesday 
to question Israeli diplomats 
about their suspected involvement 
with Pollard (bee story on left). 

Israel Radio, without giving a 
breakdown, said Israel was asking 
more military aid than $1 .8 billion 
allocated in 1986. 

Israel received $3.75 billion 
from foe United Slates for 1986. 
including another $1.2 billion in 
economic assistance and an eme- 
rgency grant of $750 million. 

. . An additional $750 million in 
emergency aid was approved at 
the same time for 1 987, and is not 
"part of the current financial req- 
uest. 
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Kheirallah: Iraq to continue 
air attacks on Kharg Island 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Iraqi Defence Minister Adrian 
Kheirallah was quoted Wednesday as saying Iraq 
would continue its air raids against Iran’s main oil 
terminal at Kharg Island. 


Gen. Kheirallah told the Cairo 
newspaper Al Akhbar the attacks 
were intended to “ minimise Iran's 
chances of carrying out repairs, to 
destroy what has already been 
repaired and to destroy what rem- 
ains of installations still intact." 

The raids had reduced the vol- 
ume of Iran's oil exports from the 
island to 700.000 barrels a day. he 
said. 

Kh> V '■ r«dded that it 
would i !: tan iw cars to find 
an alternative ouuei. He said he 
helieved the Iranian government 
was planning to build a new ter- 
minal off Bandar Abbas near the 
mouth of the Gulf. 

Meanwhile air attacks were 
reported on both sides of the Gulf 
war front as Iraq prepared for an 
Iranian onslaught. 

Tehran held a parade of several 
thousand chanting war volunteers 
who hoarded buses for the war 
front Tuesday, and Iranian Pre- 


sident Ali Khamenei declared 
Iran must "continue this war until 
final victory.” 

Iran said its warplanes res- 
ponded to Iraqi air attacks on the 
southern war front, bombing an 
Iraqi garrison at Al Amarah. 

In foe war at sea. Iraq reported 
its 50th raid since August on Iran’s 
key Kharg Island oil terminal, say- 
ing "the jets scored direct and 
accurate hits, setting their targets 
ablaze." 

Iraq also said its jets made 153 
sorties on Iranian troop con- 
centrations at the southern war 
front. Diplomats on both sides say 
the Iranian troop build-up sug- 
gests a new offensive fairly soon. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati. meanwhile, has 
been touring the Gulf. 

Arab states resolved at a Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
summit last month to revive ties 
with Tehran despite their tra- 


Omani minister begins 
two-nation Gulf tour 


BAHRAIN (R) — Omani Min- . 
ister of State For Foreign Affairs ■ 
Yousef Ibn Alawi left Muscat for 
Doha and Kuwait Wednesday for 
talks on developments in the Gulf 
region, the official Omani News 
Agency said. 

Mr. Alawf s visit coincides with 
a fresh upsurge of air raids in the 
five-year-old Iran-Iraq war and 
expectations of a new ground off- 
ensive by Iran. 

Oman and its allies in the Gulf 


Cooperation Cbuncil agreed last 
month to revive contacts with the 
two combatants in a bid to bring 
them to the negotiating table. 

The council also includes Bah- 
rain. Kuwait, 'atar. Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates. 

Mr. Alawi told 'alar Radio on 
his arrival in Doha that his visit' 
was part of "consultations on a 
Gulf approach towards regional 
political issues... especially the 
Iran-Iraq war and ways to end it.”

Iraq in February 1 984 imposed 
an air and sea blockade on Kharg. 
with the avowed aim of blocking 
Iran's oil exports until the Tehran 
leadership accepts a negotiated 
end to the five-year-old war. 

The blockade was tightened 
with direct air strikes at Kharg’s 
oil loading jetties and storage tank 
farm. 

Despite stepped up raid, the 
Kharg jetties have still been par- 
tially operational. Shipping exe- 
cutives in Bahrain and Dubai said 
the air raids have occasionally for- 
ced a reduction in Iran’s exports of 


But die daily average rate of 
Iranian oil exports still stands at 
1.8 million barrels, they said. 

Iran has been shuttling a fleet of 
chartered tankers to move crude 
oil from Kharg to a makeshift ter- 
.'minal at Sirri Island 560 kil- 
ometres to the 'south, for onward 
shipping to contract customers. 

Sirri is out of range for the Iraqi 
warplanes. 

Maritime salvage sources here 
confirmed that Iraqi jet fightere on 
Dec. 7 attacked one of the shuttle 
tankers — the 2391604-ton 
Cypriot-owned supertanker Polys 
— at a point in die Gulf waters 
near Kharg. 

The vessel, these sources said 
sustained minor damage and was 
able to limp with a foil load to 
Sirri. 

Meanwhile, shipping sources 
reported that Iran has stepped up 
efforts to protect the tankers aga- 
inst the Iraqi attacks at Kharg by 
towing a number of damaged 
cargo vessels from the nearby Ira-, 
nian port of Bushehr and using 
them as decoys around the ter- 
minal.

Oil spilt 
at Kharg is 

not major 

pollution 

threat 

MANAMA. Bahrain (AP) — 
Some 70.000 tons of oil spiltm the 
Gulf waters as a result of a col- 
lision of two supertankers last 
week posed no major pollution 
threat to .the region, mantime sal- 
vage experts here have reported. 

They confirmed the collision 
occurred Dec. 7 near Iran’s Kharg 
Island oil terminal in the north 
eastern sector of the Gulf, an area 
defined by Iraq as a “exclusion 
zone of military operations.” 

They said that the 300.000-ton 
Magnum and the 240.000- ton 
Nova collided in gale-force winds. 

One shipping executive said the 
accident coincided with an Iraqi 
.air attack on the Cypriot sup- 
ertanker Polys after it nad lifted a 
shipment of Kharg crude oil. 

“The Magnum and the Nova 
may have been trying to escape 
the air raids, and with the weather 
as It was. collided into each other 
as they tried moving around,” said 
the executive, who refused to lie 
identified. 


Kyprianou criticises Turkish Cypriot 
stance on continued military presence 


NICOSIA. Cyprus (Agencies) — 
. President Spyros Kypnanou cha- 
rged on Wednesday that Turkish 
Cyprfot insis tance on a continued 
Turkish military presence on Cyp- 
rus was hampering efforts to reu- 
nite this divided island nation. 

He also said that last weekend's 
Greek Cypriot parliamentary ele- 
ctions. in whk» his Diko Party 
gained strength but still remained 
a legislative minority, “str- 
engthened our position” in future 
talks with the ethnic Turks. 

Li a news conference at his pal- 
ace he re. Mr. Kyprianou was esp- 
ecially critical of remarks made 
Tuesday by Rauf Denktash. pre- 
sident of the seif-prOdaimed Tur- 
kish Cypriot state in the northern 
third of the island. 

Mr. Denktash described as “not 
negotiable” Greek Cypriot dem- 
ands that the i 7.000 Turkish tro- 
ops stationed in Northern Cyprus 
be withdrawn prior to talks on 
other issues that divide the two 
communities. 

“With what Mr. Denktash said 
about the non-withdrawal of Tur- 
kish troops and the derisive con- 
cepts he has been advancing ail the 
time. I am afraid that one must 
I conclude that he does network for 
a reasonable solution for the Cyp- 
rus problem.” Mr. Kyprianou 
said. “This is not only Mr. Den- 
ktash. I mean the Turkish gov- 


ernment as well.” 

The Turks invaded Cyprus in 
1974 after an unsuccessful 
Greek-backed coup aimed at top- 
line the Cyprus government and 
uniting the island with Greece. 

Mr. Kyprianou insisted that foe 
main goal of both communities 
should be foe “demilitarisation” 
of Cyprus. 

“Apart from any percentages in 
foe election here, it must have 
become dear that foe vast maj- 
ority of our people will never acc- 


Turkish troops in Cyprus.” Mr. 
Kyprianou told reporters. 

United Nations Secretary Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar has 
been leading an effort to resolve 
the Cyprus problem and on Tue- 
sday announced that a new round 
of talks between the two sides 
would be held in January. 

The secretary general said in a 
report to the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil that he hopes to get foe Geek 
and Turkish Cypriot communities 
to accept a “framework” for fur- 
ther talks and warned that “unless 
foe two sides are willing to take 
this step — no further progress can 
be expected.” 

Mr. Kyprianou last January ref- 
used to sign a LLN.-backed agr- 
eement which Mr. Denktash had 
accepted, sparking parliamentary 
censure of his action and calls for a 


constitutional revision that would 
remove him from office. 

The oppostion right-wing Rally 
and Communist Akel parties, 
which forced foe parliamentary 
election last weekend in advance 
of the scheduled J 986 contest, foi- 
led to win foe two-foirds majority 
needed to cany out their con- 
stitutional threat. But with their 
combined 34 seats in foe 56- 
meraber parliament foe opp- 
osition parties will be aWe to fru- 
strate some of Mr. Kyprianou** 
proposals if (hey choose. Mr. Kyp- 
rianou's Diko Party will have 16 
seats in foe nefw parliament, and 
the Sodiabt Edefc Party, six. 

The president said of the ele- 
ction: “I don’t think there will lie 
as many problems as some pre- 
dicted in the post before the ele- 
ctions.” 

He noted that during the pre- 
election campaign, the leadership 
of the right-wing party had mod- 
ified its stance on foe Turkish 
troop presence and “Is com- 
mitted" to insisting on their wit- 
hdrawal. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said 
."“while foe agreement will commit 
the two sides to work towanfe an 
overall solution withfo an agreed 
framework, foe details of a num- 
ber of its dements will thereafter 
have to lie negotiated to their sat- 
isfaction,” he said.

CAIRO (Agencies) — Libyan 
leader Col. Muammur -adhafi 
offered Sudan $3 billion in -exc- 
hange for an immediate merger 
with his country, but Sudan's new 
milhaiy government refused, a 
state-run weekly magazine said 
Wednesday. 

AkherSaa’s editor Mohammad 
Wagdy Kandil said Col. -adhafi 
had made the offer in a visit to the 
Sudanese capital Khartoum last 
May. just after an April 6 coup 
overthrew pro- Western President 
Jaafar Numeiri. 

“Col. adhafi proposed an 
immediate merger uniting Libya 
and Sudan in exchange for $3 bil- 
lion in cash to solve Sudan's eco- 
nomic problems ... but they told 
him the time was not right to dis- 
cuss these matters." Kandil wrote.

Previous reports said mil- 
itiamen of parties and the pro-

exiled under Numeiri in Ethiopia 
and Libya had turned in their 
weapons when they returned to 
Sudan. 

Others, however, mainly “Rev- 
olutionary -Guards” of the pro- 
Libyan committees, have "-been 
reported still in possession of 
weapons. 

The U.S. State Departmentsaid 
last month that the presence of 
armed Libyan terrorists in Kha- 
rtoum made the city unsafe for 


Americans to visit and urged U.S. 
nationals to stay away.

Gen. Abdul Rahman Swa- 
reddahab had talks Wednesday 
with King Fahd on prospects of 
helping Sudan to overcome its 
acute economic crises.

Jordan’s infant immunisation 
rate ahead of world target 

UNICEF regional director praises Kingdom’s vaccination campaigns

Au'MAN — The immunisation -rate against pre- 
ventable diseases for Jordanian infants under one 
year of age is expected to reach 80 per cent by 1988 
which is two years before the target date for opt- 
imum world immunisation rates, United Nations 
Children’s Fund (UNICEF) Regional Director Vic- 
tor Soler Sala said Wednesday. 


Speaking at a press conference 
held to markUNlCEFs 39ib ann- 
iversary. Mr. Soler Sala pointed 
out the recent endorsement by His 
Majesty King Hussein and other 
world leaders, of the UNICEF 
charter which aims to achieve opt- 
imum. immunisation rates by 
■1990. 

“Jordan ranks among the liesi 
pe formers in the Arab World reg- 
arding its implementation of the 
charter." Mr. Soler Sala said, add- 
ing that 1988 will also witness a 
rise in the vaccination rate for pre- 
gnant women against tetanus to 
bring it up to 50 per cent. “The 
present rate of 30 per cent Is not 
good, especially since some del- 
iveries are performed by tra- 
ditional birth attendants when (he 
risk of tetanus is greuer." he said. 

Discussing immunisation in ihe 
Middle East. Mr. Soler Sala said 
that Egypt and Turkey have set 
records during J985. These two 
countries, he continued, have lau- 
nched extensive campaigns bac- 


ked by a mobilisation of efforts. 
More than 1 00.000 children were 
saved from death in Egypt alone 
this year due to new vaccine tec- 
hnologies and new ways of org- 
anising mass immunisation cou- 
pled with awareness campaigns, 
he explained. 

Government, secular and rel- 
igious sects joined in with (he eff- 
orts to achieve that goal. Mr. Soler 
Sala told reporters. He also noted 
that the UNICEF budget for 1 986 
was 1 icing announced by UNICEF 
Executive Dircctoi James Grant 
at the same time the conference 
was luring held in Amman. 

He went on to say that Turkey's 
immunisation campaign was hac- 
ked by all government dep- 
artments. the mass media, primaty 
school teachers, voluntary org- 
anisations and clergymen. “The 
message about the need for imm- 
unisation went out in 54.000 mos- 
ques throughout Turkey.” he exp- 
lained. 

In general terms. 40 nations 


are now actively promoting their 
immunisation programmes tow- 
ards foe 1990 optimum global 
goal of 80 per cent infant imm- 
unisation. 

Voicing concern over some 
countries lack of cooperation, said 
that if immunisation coverage 
remains at today’s levels. 20 mill- 
ion children will die of measles. 10 
million of tetanus. 6 million Of 
whooping cough and almost 3 mil- 
lion will be paralysed for life Ivy 
polio in foe coming decade. With 
statistics like these. UNICEF has 
allocated some $400 million of its 
budget to implement health sch- 
emes around the world. 

Reducing deaths 

Immunisation and the int^ 
reduction of Oral Rehydration 
therapy (ORT) have managed to 
save the lives of a million children 
each year, he continued. The 
immunisation programme Is now 
preventing almost a million unn- 
ecessary deaths a yea/ among foe 
under five yeais of age group and 
the tapid spicad of ORT is est- 
imated to lie saving up to half a 
million children a year fiom death 
by dehydiation as a result of dia- 
trhea. 

Mi. Soiet Sala concluded foe 
press conference with a call on all 
countries to adopt effective pro- 
grammes similar to those initiated* 
after World War Two to help dro- 
ught stricken Africa (See related 
stories on pages 5 and 7).

IT IS probably a bit too early to measure the full impact of the 
fourth round of Jordanian-Syrian talks on fixture political 
developments between our two countries and in the Middle 
East generally. But judging from yesterday’s joint com- 
munique, following the conclusion of die Syrian prime min- 
ister's two-day visit here, and his disclosure that President 
Assad has extended a formal invitation to His Majesty the King 
to visit Damascus , prospects look bright and Jordan and Syria 
seem to be heading on the right track in tbe service of tbe Arab. 
Nation. . 

The joint communique was clear on the need to continue with 
the brotherly dialogue and build a solid base upon which 
bilateral relations can be strengthened and expanded. All of 
this is necessary, the communique said, for the purpose of 
strengthening the Arab front — politically, economically and 
militarily — to confront the Israeli aggression and threat and in 
pursuit of honourable and just peace in die area. 

The agreement on these principles is very important con- 
sidering die great challenges that face die Arab World today 
and we can only look forward to the Jordanian-Syrian summit 
to translate these principles into a programme or action, at aO 
bilateral and pan-Arab levels. Our differences have to be bur- 
ied and forgotten if we are to adopt real and practical measures 
to face Israel’s aggression, and there is no better way to do this 
than to press ahead with true reconciliation and achieve max- 
imum results. 

AJU Arabs are watching our efforts, here and Damascus, and , 
we must succeed at showing them the way. The cost is much ‘ 
greater if we just dwell on differences and forget the bonds that 
tie us with the rest of them. 

The way to confront the enemy and his designs is not through 
separate or partial deals, but through common Arab action 
that is jbactedhy th$ peoples anfl their capabilities. And we are 
heartened to hear- that- both sides believe in this and will be 
doing their utmost to realise the foil potential of all Arabs to 
achieve it. 

We are happy that Dr. Kasm’s visit here has been successful 
and look forward with hope and confidence to His Majesty 
King Hussein’s meeting with President Assad to achieve max- 
imum results and total Jordanian-Syrian reconciliation in all 
fields.

Wars vanish, conflicts continue and violence grows 


SAN FRANCISCO — A lot of 
diplomatic manoeuvering is 
going on in the Middle East 
Beirut’s Al Nahar is full of rep- 
orts and photographs of Arab 
and other leaders going back 
and forth between this and that 
capital. Is all this going to lead . 
to some resolution of Middle 
Eastern conflicts? 

In the American press, we 
read little of this. But we read 
about the British negotiator 
■who has been seeking the rel- 
ease of kidnapped American 
hostages. And on TV we saw 
pictures of him surrounded by 
Arab and other journalists, 
even as bloody fighting was 
going on outside die hotel. 

Americans hope the hos- 
tages will be released. People 
in Lebanon hope that all the 
talks will bring peace to Leb- 
anon. Palestinians hope that 
these talks will again open their 
homeland to them. Und- 


oubtedly Iraqis and Iranians 
hope that out of all the talking 
going on perhaps the war bet- 
ween them can be ended. 

It is easy to be cynical and 
say that all tbe talk is just air. 
Yet it may be of some interest 
that the recent behaviour of the 
American stock market sug- 
gests a broader belief among 
American businessmen that 
things are going to quiet down, 
worldwide. Contrary to the 
expectations of business ana- 
lysts. the market started to rise 
strongly a few weeks before the 
Reagan -Gorbachev summit, 
and has remained strong. The 
economic news is good, but 
even better is the worldwide 
political news. 

Businessmen always feel rel- 
ieved when talk goes on. They 
themselves deal all the rime. 
They understand dealing. They 
prefer dealing to fighting. 
When they see this or that 


group of envoys jetting bet- 
■ween national capitals, they 
like it And when foe two most - 
powerful leaders in the world. 
Reagan and Gorbachev. let 
themselves . be photographed 
talking and dearly dealing with 
each other, the American bus- 
iness community liked what it 
saw. And they have shown 
their liking 'by buying up 
stocks. 

I am just nowfinishtng a cou- 
rse at my university entitled: 
"war. conflict, and violence." • 
In that course. I have suggested 
some new ways of looking at 
these three. Ware, as we all 
know, are like games in foo- 
tball. They are played by two 
teams ( nations) against each 
other. One side either wins or 
loses or foe game is tied with 
neither victory nor defeat. 
However. I have suggested that 
conflict is different. A conflict 
is a dispute between two sides 


which, however violent it bec- 
omes. is always negotiable: In 
principle, a deal can always be 
made to settle it, even if in pra- 
ctice it is very hard. And as to 
violence. I have likened it to a 
pestilence: In the end it has no 
purpose except to hurt, des- 
troy: and kill, and, if not con- 
tained it can spread so as to kill 
•milBons.. ■' 

In my general lectures. I 
have suggested that ware are 
vanishing, but that negotiable 
conflicts and non-negotiable 
violence will grow and spread 
: I was asked by several stu- 
dents how I applied this ana- 
lysis to 'foe Middle East. I res- 
ponded that in my opinion wars ' 
were indeed v anishing in die 
Middle East I did not think 
another Arab-Israeli war 
would erupt, and foe Iraq-Iran ■ 
war struck me as peril aps the 
last classical war in* our time. 


- But that leaves conflicts and 
violence. There arc plenty .of 
conflicts and pleniy of vio- 
lence. Conflicts give rise to 
talk, but as to violence talk is 
very difficult or often mea- 
ningless. .When foe American 
TWA plane was hijacked, no 
talk was possible between foe 
original hijackers and U-S. 
authorities, but when 14 Aina!** 
took over foe plane, talks imm- 
ediatdy began and- eventually 
led tothe resolution of foe cri- 
sis. 

Political violence often occ- 
urs when there is a suspicion 
that all foe talking could lead to 
betrayals, sell-outs, unw- 
arranted concessions. But 
when violence begins, as we 
have seen in Lebanon, it qui- 
ckly becomes a bad and spr- 
eading habit It becomes a pes- 
tilence. / 

It is a good thing if old and

Those who do foe talking inwst 
never forget that 

In earlier days, wise kings 
often met this problem by bri- 
nging all leaders, even ins- 
ignificant ones, into the talking 

process. Of course, they rem- 
ained vigilant against all pos- 
sibilities of foe violence wing 
directed against them. Nat- 
urally such talk-talk must pro- 
duce results for people will 
become impatient. But in foe 
wake of the successful summit, 
there may be grounds for some 
Optimism, for a while anyway.

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Businessmen attack Pretoria over apartheid

JOHANNESBURG - South 
African and .multinational bus-, 
messes, faced with foiling profire 
‘ and an uncertain political fixture, 
are raising their voices in a gro- 
wing assault on Pretoria’s apa- 
rtheid policies. 

For years a handful of South 
African business leaders, inc- 
luding former Anglo-American 
chairman and opposition pol- 
itician Harry Oppenheimer. have 
criticised the race segregation sys- 
tem for ire inhumanity and for ire 
restrictive effect on a free eco- 
nomy. 

Now hardly a day passes wit- 
hout some local or foreign bus- 
inessmen attacking the white dom- 
inated government of President 
P. W. Botha and demanding a swift 
end to racial discrimination. 

Boardroom campaigns against 
apartheid have been given a new 
sense of urgency by continuing 
bloodshed in black townships. The 
violence has boosted campaigns 
for sanctions against Pretoria. 

“The financial base is being 
eroded due to politics,'’ said Ken 
Mason, executive director of the 
American Chamber of Com- 
merce. “The apartheid system did 
allow profits into their (com- 
panies') coffers. But now that the 
world spotlight is on South Afr- 


ica... business is involved in pro- 
moting change.” 

Mason said tbe National Party 
government was responding to the 
.pleas of businessmen in, the int- 
erests of South Africa'srisconomic 
future. 

But others are not so sure. 
Botha and the pro-government 
media heaped scorn on bus- 
inessmen who went to Zambia in 
September to meet the outlawed 
Afiican National Congress gue- 
rrilla group in a bid to resolve the 
country’s crisis. 

South Africa’s currency, the 
rand, has more than halved in 
value since 1 984 and fallen to aro- 
und 36 U.S. cents, reflecting a lack 
of confidence on foreign exchange 
markets. 

It plunged particularly sharply 
in August after Botha dashed exp- 
ectations of a major reform ann- 
ouncement at a speech in Dur- 
ban.” 

Shortly afterwards Pretoria, 
faced with a flight of capital, froze 
repayments of part of ire 24- 
bfl lion -dollar foreign debt and int- 
roduced a two-tier currency sys- 
tem to discourage disinvestment 

Last month Fritz LeutwiJer, the 
Swiss banker mediating in South 
Africa's efforts to restructure ire 
debt with foreign banks, warned 
Botha that the time for reform was 
running out. 

“Something has to be done. 


very soon,” he said. “ We urgently 
need some kind of public dec- 
laration in the right direction from 
the South Afiican head of state.” 

■ Even Gerhard de Kock. the 
government of South Africa's.*, 
Central Bank, has called for pol- 
itical reform to be accelerated, 
saying that capital outflows will 
continue until the perception that 
the country is in a state of pre- 
revolution can be changed. 

English -speakers, who dom- 
inate South Africa business, are in 
the forefront of the campaign aga- 
inst apartheid, but they are being 
increasingly supported by Botha’s 
fellow Afrikaners and traditional 
supporters. 

“It is... desperately important 
that progress should be made in 
the field of political reform and 
fast progress,” said Rocky Rid* 
gway. president of foe Association * 


of Chambers of Commerce 
( ASSOCOM). in a recent speech. 

One major concern of business 
is the lack of foreign confidence in 
the South Afiican economy.

WASHINGTON — Ten months 
after taking charge as White 
House chief of staff. Donald 
Regan stands unrivalled at the 
side of President Reagan. 

“Clearly, he is working as the de 
facto prime minister of the Uni- 
ted States.” said a top Republican 
official who asked not to be ide- 
ntified. 

Robert McFarlane’s departure 
last week as President Reagan’s 
national security adviser and chief 
foreign policy aide has effectively 
made Regan master of foe entire. 
White House policy apparatus, 
foreign and domestic. 

But foe brusque, businesslike 
former financial wizard denies he 
has become any kind of a prime 
minister. 

“Absolutely not’*- he told Reu- 
ters in an interview a few days 
after McFarlane resigned on Dec- 
ember 4. - • 

“A prime minister is a leader of 
government. He is an elected off- 
icial. I'm not an elected official 
and I-reaili5e d&u’Mfc said. - - 

-But 4 hs ^critics. in foe White 
House and Congress, speaking 
from behinda cloak of anonymity, 
insist Regan’s power for exceeds 
that of any presidential chief of 
staff in recent times.

•The immunisation bre- 
akthrough is beginning to happen 
in foe mid- 1980s. says, foe report. . 
because of new vaccine tec- 
hnologies and new ways of org- * 
anising national campaign to incf. 
rease both foe supply of. and foe 
demand for. immunisation ser- 
vices. 

“Above all.” says Grant, “it 
depends on a nation’s leaders see- 
ing that it can now he done — that 
foe goal of immunising all children 
in foe next five years is something 
which is 1x5 ih dramatically imp- 
ortant and realistically ach- 
ievable." ... 

Volunteers 

To draw the attention of world 
leaders to this new opportunity. 
United Nations Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
has written to foe presidents or 
prime mimsieis of all foe U.N.'s 
159 nations, summarising the 
state-of-the-art on vaccine tec- 
hnology and describing the ima- 
ginative methods by which some 
nations have managed to double 
and treble immunisation rates in 
foe last eighteen months.

reached 20 million children. In 
Turkey, foe mass media devoted 
$10 million in air-time to a vac- 
cination drive which is on course 
to save 500 young lives each week. 

In the Dominican Republic. 
20.000 volunteers, many of them 
students, have visited almost 
every home in the country to vac- 
cinate children against polio and 
measles. 

Using a combination of recent 
advances in child health, several 
nations have now committed the- 
mselves to drastic reductions in 
child deaths oyer the next five 
years. 

In Indonesia, a million vol- 
unteers have been given just a few 
days' training to try to bring basic 
health breakthroughs to 40.000 


villages. 

In Bangladesh, a determined 
non -governmental organisation 
has now visited five million ind- 
ividual homes to teach mothers 
about ORT. 

In Egypt. 8.000 doctors have 
been trained in ORT. television 
commercials are educating foe 
public about the breakthrough, 
and death rates from diarrhoeul 
disease have been halved in a large 
pilot campaign which has now 
.been extended to the whole nat- 
ion. 

In Colombia. President Bel- 
isario Be tan cur. one of foe leading 
advocates of foe child survival 
revolution, has recently ann- 
ounced in a televised address to 
foe nation that "we are commi- 


Today’s children, tomorrow’s world: 

itiiiFrf afters 


The world has become acc- 
ustomed. perhaps too acc- 
ustomed, to organisations like 
UNICEF appealing to our emo- 
tions on behalf of the world’s chi- 
ldren. But this year. UNICEF 
aims its State of die Word’s Chi- 
ldren report at the head as well as 
the heart. 

One of the report’s central the- 
mes is that there is a profound 
connection between the mental 
and physical development of chi- 
ldren and foe social and economic 
development of their nations. 

“By foe age of three or four 
years.” says UNICEFs Executive 
Director. James Grant. "90 per 
cent of person’s brain cells are alr- 
eady linked and physical dev- 
elopment is advanced to the point 
'where the pattern is set for the rest’ 
of a person’s life. Those early 
years therefore cry out for pro- 
tection. both to defend foe child's 
right to develop to its full potential 
and to invest in foe development 
of people so that they can more 
fully contribute to foe well-being 
of their families and their nat- 
ions." 

To hack up this argument, the 
report cites World Bank studies 
showing that spending on basic 
health care and primary education 
can lead to significant rncreasesin 
productivity and economic 
growth. According to one long- 
term study in India, for example, 
“a 30 per cent deficit in work cap- 


achy" was found among adults 
‘who were malnourished in their 
childhood. ■ 

If health care increases work 
capacity, and primary education 
increases productivity, asks the 
report, then why should spending 
on clinics or schools be classified 
as consumption rather than inv- 
estment? 

“After all." says Grant, "it is 
foe children who must eventually 
lead their countries out of eco- 
nomic stagnation and into an era 
of rapid development." 

Recession 

In foe real world of recent years, 
neither foe humanitarian nor foe 
economic case for investing in chi- 
ldren" has made much progress 
against the head wind of economic 
recession. 

Africa, as all foe world knows, 
has been particularly hard hit. 
Apart from foe cruelties of cli- 
mate. foe nations south of foe 
Sahara are suffering because 80 
per cent of their export earnings 
come from raw materials for 
which the average price fell by 
almost-50per cent between 1979 
and 1982. 

Combined with higher oil prices 
and rising debts and interest rates, 
the fall in earnings has pre- 
cipitated economic crises ana led 
to foe introduction of "adjustment 
policies” — usually a euphemism 
for belt-tightening exercises for- 


ced on many poor nations by int- 
ernational economic pressures. 

According to UNICEF, “eco- 
nomic adjustment” has often 
meant that subsidies on food and 
everyday necessities have been cut 
back or abolished and that ess- 
ential services like health clinics 
and schools have been closed or 
starved of staff and supplies. 

Coming on top of rising une- 
mployment and falling real wages, 
such cut-backs have meant that 
foe heaviest burden of recession 
has been passed on to those who 
are least able to sustain it — the 
poorest families and their chi- 
ldren. 

UNICEFs point is that adj- 
ustment policies which hit foe 
poor hardest are both unfair and 
ultimately “uneconomic”, as they 
undermine the health and normal 
growth of foe poorest children and 
so cope with foe crisis of today 
only by guaranteeing more crises 
tomorrow. 

In answer to foe argument that 
cuts have to be made somewhere 
in ti mes of economic recession. 
UNICEF says that some austerity 
measures hit foe poor harder than 
others. Increases in taxation and 
reductions in defence spending, 
for example, do not have foe same 
impact on the poorest families as 
cuts in food subsidies or health 
services. ■ 

And even if cuts do have to he 
made in government services, says 


foe report, then there are still cho- 
ices to be made — for example 
between cuts in big city hospitals 
and cuts in rural clinics. 

To ease the political difficulties 
of imposing austerity more on the 
rich than foe poor, the report sug- 
gests that substantially increased 
international assistance is called 
for. Pointing out that higher int- 
erest rates, higher oil prices, and 
lower commodity earnings, are all 
beyond the control of most Afr- 
ican governments, the report arg- 
ues that "Africa's crisis is as much 
of foe world's making as of Afr- 
ica’s own." 

"Both justice and humanity." 
says UNICEF, "therefore dem- 
and that foe international com- 
munity should share in foe cha- 
llenge of constructing a safety net 
of basic protection, below which 
foe poorest families and children 
will not be allowed to fall." 

A start can lie made in weaving 
that safety net. says LTNICEF, by 
informing and supporting all par- 
ents in using up-to-date tec- 
hniques such as oral rehydration 
therapy, immunisation, and 
growth checking, and by pro- 
moting new knowledge about 
breast-feeding and improved 
weaning methods. 

In combination,' such actions 
are powerful enough to offer basic 
protection for the lives and growth 
of foe majority of children. 

— UNICEF feature 
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tting ourselves before the entire 
world... to preventing, over the 
next five years, foe deaths of 
60.000 children every year.” 

A choice 

Turning to the obvious question 
of whether a drastic improvement 
in child health and survival would 
exacerbate the population pro- 
blem. the report points out that no 
country has ever achieved a sig- 
nificant Fall in its birth rates wit- 
hout first achieving a significant 
full in its infant and child death 
rates. One reason is that parents 
who are confident of their chi- 
ldren’s survival tend to have fewer 
children. • 

The broad evidence for this, 
says UNICEF, can lie seen in 
those countries which have alr- 
eady achieved a revolution in child 
survival; nations such as China. Sri 
Lanka, the Republic of Korea. 
.Costa Rica.-and- Singapore now 
have the towesrthfam death rates 


— and the lowest birth rates — in 
the developing world. 

"President knowledge." con- 
cludes the 'State of the World's 
Children' report, "holds out the 
opportunity to halve foe rate of 
child malnutrition and child death 
in foe developing world and to do 
so at a relatively low cost and in a 
relatively short time. 

“If this opportunity is taken, 
then the years ahead could See foe 
achievement of one of foe greatest 
goals which mankind has ever set 
for itself: basic protection for foe 
lives and the health and the nor- 
mal development of all its chi- 
ldren. If that opportunity is not 
taken, then the 1980s and 1990s 
will be rightly stigmatised as the 
generation which presided over 
foe coexistence of unprecedented 
financial and technical capacity 
with the continued malnutrition, 
stunting, and death of millions of 
its- Most vulnerable citizens."

CH1CA GO — One year after sur- 
geon". replaced William Sch- 
roeder’s diseased heart with a 
me ml and plastic pump, debate is 
raging in the medical profession 
over foe ethics and value of art- 
ificial heart implants. 

The anniversary marks a mil- 
estone for the mechanical heart, 
but the condition of its longest liv- 
ing recipient — bedridden, let- 
hargic and able to communicate 
only in grunts because of three 
strokes — has put a damper on 
celebrations. 

There are signs that the focus of 
research may now shift to Europe, 
where there are fewer regulations 
and experiments could proceed 
faster than in the United States. 

In the United States, surgeons 
may move more toward us'ing the 
mechanical heart as a temporary 
"bridge" device in patients awa- 
iting permanent human heart tra- 
nsplants. 

Schroeder. 53. caught the 
world's attention after his surgery 
on November 25 last year. He 
began life with his 15,000-dollar 
Jarvik-7 heart by asking for a beer 
and voicing hopes for a Christmas 
spent at home with his family. 

But the strokes have left him 
unable to move or talk. 

Of ihe five recipients of the 
permanent artificial hearts, only 
Schroeder and Murray Hay don 
survive. Both are patienLs at the' 
Humana Heart Institute in Lou- 
isville. Kentucky. 

Haydon. 59. who received the 
replacement heart last February, 
is confined to bed except for an 
occasional wheelchair ride. He 
also suffered a stroke in June, and 
never fully recovered from the, 
heart implant surgery. 

His condition, too. has pro- 
mpted debate over the quality of 
an artificial heart recipient’s life. 
Haydon Is able to communicate 
only with a blackboard or an ele- 
ctronic voice box — on the tare 
occasions when he Is removed 
from the respiraior which helps 
him breathe. 

Leif Stenberg of Stockholm, the 
only man outside the United Sta- 
tes to receive a permanent mec- 
hanical heart, died last week of 
breathing and circulation pro- 
blems. 

His condition had deteriorated 
i since he suffered a stroke in Sep- 
tember. five months' after the 
Jarvik-7 implant. ■’ ' 


Barney Clark, who I'ccame the 
. world 1 s first mechanical heart man 
three years ago. died after 112 
days. 

The fifth permanent mechanical * 
heart patient. Jack Burchum. 62. 
died this year just a few days after 
surgery. 

Dr. Christiaan Barnard, the 
South African surgeon who pio- 
neered the human heart tra- 
nsplant 18 years ago. is among 
those who believe the permanent 
mechanical heart project needs to 
pause for review. 

"The results they've obtained 
so far don’t justify going on." he 
told a medical journal recently. 
"Permanent use of the Jarvik-7 
had to lie tested. Bui when results 
arc poor, you must have the guts 
to slop.” 

Barnard favours further testing 
of the Jarvik-7- and other devices 
for use as temporary measures in 
patients awaiting a heart tra- 
nsplant. About a third of the can- 
didates for a heart transplant cui- 
rently die before a donor organ 
can be found. 

The Jarvik-7 as well as a heart 
developed by Pennsylvania Stale 
University and other devices have- 
been used several times on pat- 
ients awaiting a transplant. 

George Annas, a Boston att- 
orney active in health care mat- 
ters. has been one of the strongest 
critics of the heart replacement 
programme. 

"It is probably too late to reg- 
ulate heart and liver transplants, 
.but it’s not too late to icgulale art- 
ificial hearts ...” he told an ins- 
urance symposium in Chicago 

Using the heart in Clark, he 
added, "was a means to keep the 
artificial heart alive rather than 
the heart keeping him alive. 
About all he oould do was watch, 
television. There was no real use 
in keeping Clark alive...” 

Dr. Robert Jarvik. who des- 
igned the most widely used mec- 
hanical heart, and Dr. William 
Devries, the Humana surgeon' 
who has performed four of the five 
permanent replacements to date, 
both still believe in the device's 
potential. 

They argue that there Ls a need 
for permanent implants for the 
tens of thousands of heart disease 
victims lieyond the age of 50 who 
are considered too old for a heart 
transplant. 

. Heart disease is the leading 
cause of death in developed Wes- 
tern nations, killing 750.000 a 
year in foe United Slates.

AMMAN — Rick Hansen, a world class Canadian 
wheelchair marathoner wheeling 25,000 miles aro- 
und the world, visited Jordan on Wednesday, and 
his Man In Motion Tour brought a very special 
message for both able and disabled people. 

On Wednesday Mr. H ansen) realise their dreams in life whether 


wheeled from Jueen Alia Int- 
ernational Airport to the 'Amman 
Center for the Rehabilitation and 
Training of Disabled Persons (Al 
Hussein Society) under the aus- 
pices of the Jordan Sports Fed- 
eration for the Handicapped and 
Al Hussein Society. The visit took 
place under the patronage of Pri- 
nce Ra’d Ibn Zaid and Princess 
Majda Ra’d. 

Since March 21. 1985 Mr. Han- 
sen has travelled 10.950 kil- 
ometres. He started in Vancouver., 
British Columbia, wheeling down 
the American west coast to San 
Diego, then east to Miami. From 
there it was over the Atlantic to 
Europe. The Middle East was his. 
next stop with Jordan being the 
25th country of the 34- countries 
be plans to visiL After Jordan he 
will head for New Zealand. Aus- 
tralia. Asia, and back to Canada. 
The tour will take close to two 
years to complete. 

“The reason X am wheeling aro- 
und the world is to create awa- 
reness everywhere I travel about 
the potential Of disabled people. 
We want people to understand 
that anybody can reach for and 


they have a handicap or not. Itisa 
very valuable need in die world 
because attitudes about disabled' 
people can influence their ability 
to pursue a normal life. Aside 
from that, awareness in some cou- 
ntries will work (p raise more 
hinds for spinal cord research and 
sports for the handicapped, said 
Mr. Hansen. 

“1 believe that one day die whe- 
elchair will be a diing of die past I 
think that through medical res- 
earch we will find the key to repair 
spinal injuries arid disorders. Ano- 
ther reason I am wheeling around 
the world is for the challenge. It 
has never been done before and 
was never thought possible. We 
are combining the challenge to 
bring about a very important mes- 
sage." he added. 

Accompanying Mr. Hansen on 
the road is a team Of five people. 
They help organise the project's 
route, communications, logistics, 
physical therapy, equipment- and 
nutrition. Aside from the crew, 
the - countries around the world 
have been working together to 
support the Man in Motion Tour. 
For example, the support groups 


in Jordan. Al Hussein Society and 
the Jordanian Sports Federation 
for the Handicapped, have helped 
die team with route preparation, 
security, and in organising rec- 
eptions. 

The Man in Motion Tour has 
been made possible through don- 
ations from companies, local bus- 
inesses. governments, and ind- 
ividuals. 

“Everywhere we go someone 
wants to contribute to make the 
project a little better," said Mr. 
Hansen. 

This energy has enabled Mr. 
Hansen to wheel an average of 
113 kilometres each day. He said, 
however, that his message and its 
impact are more important than 
the feat of wheeling around the 
world. 

The 28-year -old Mr. Hansen 
broke his back when he was 1 5 in a 
truck accident. An active athlete 
before die accident. Mr. Hansen 
determined that he would not 
have to give up sports. “It was just 
a matter of understanding that life 
could still go on. that it was not the 
end of the world, and that I could 
still pursue what is in my heart 
Instead of using my legs I could 
use my arms — the principle was 
the same.’ 7 added Mr. Hansen. 

Mr. Hansen is currently pur- 
suing a physical education degree 
at British Columbia University, 
and plans to teach both children 
and the handicapped when he 
completes his studies. He also int- 
ends to compete in the 1988 Oly- 
mpics in Seoul Korea.

OPEC move shakes Britain’s 
economic policy, analysts say 


economic 

LONDON (R) - This week’s 
announcement by OPEC that it 
Would allow world oil prices to fall 
to protect its market sharehas ser- 
iously disrupted the economic str- 
ategy of British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, economic 
analysts said. - 

The decision by the Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) to abandon its 
long-standing policy of mai- 
ntaining world ou prices led Tue- 
sday to a $2 fell in the price of 
North Sea oil. 

Italso caused sterling to fall aga- 
inst die dollar, from $1 .48 most of 
last week to below $ 1 .43 Tuesday. 
Tuesday. 

British officials reacted to the 
OPEC threat to go for a larger 
share of the glutted world market 
by saying the government would - 
not impose production quotas on 
oil companies. 

Oil brokets said some traders 
had suffered huge losses Tuesday 
and predicted North Sea oil prices 
would continue to plummet. 

“Some people have been really 
hurt. One or two could go out of 
business." one broker said. 

Prices of Middle Eastern oils, 
generally less volatile than North 
Sea oil. ha ve also slipped by nearly 
$1 in the past two days. 

Many brokers believe OPECs 
drive to boost output from around 
17 to 18 million barrels a day will 
fuel this decline and could cause 
prices to slump by $5 to around 
$20 a barrel by the middle of next 


The prospect of falling oil prices 
seemed certain to hit the Thatcher 
government’s hopes of cutting 
taxes in the foreseeable future, the 
analysts said. 

Tax aits, financed by privatising 
state utilities, are a key element in 
Mrs. Thatcher’s economic str- 
ategy. 

But with each dollar drop in oil 
prices costing the government 
£500 million ($715 million) a year 
in lost tax revenues, it can 111 afford 
an uncontrolled fall. 

The government could try to 
compensate by allowing sterling to 
drop, increasing revenue from 
import duties, the analysts said. 

But it would have to albw a ste- 
rling fall to about $1 .10 to recoup 
the £4 billion ($5.7 billion) it 
would lose if oil fell to the 
widely-mentioned figure of $1 30 
per barrel. 

This would carry an una- 
cceptable risk of renewed inflation 
and loss of. confidence in the Bri- 
tish economy, they added. 

Mrs. Thatcher herself conceded 
that Tuesday's developments had 
set l^ack government hopes of 
lowering interest rates. 

Prices hit 5-year 
low in New York 

In New York crude oil prices 
suffered their largest one-day fall 
in five years on the New York free 
market Tuesday and could go 
down still further. U.S. oil traders 
and analysts said. 

West Texas Intermediate, the 


roleum Institute report, coming 
on top of the Geneva meeting of 
OPEC is expected to put add- 


itional pressure on world oil pri- 
ces. 

“There is no self-evident bot- 
tom to this market now." one oil 
analyst said. 

“It was precisely the willingness 
of OPEC to curb its production 
and keep it low which held prices 
up for so long.” Mr. William Ran- 
dol. oil analyst with First Boston 
Corp. said. 

On the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, energy futures closed 
down their maximum limit for the 
second consecutive day as heavy 
selling at the opening and in final 
hour swelled volume to an est- 
imated record 62.551 contracts, 
well above the previous peak of 
56340. exchange officials said. 


Judge upholds $ 10.5b damages 
award, Texaco seeks new trial 


HOUSTON (R) — The Texaco, 
ofl company is to seek-a new trial 
after a judge upheld a $1053 bil- 
lion damages award, which Tex- 
aco says could mean bankruptcy, 
stemming from a takeover battle. 

Interest of $624.7 million 
added to the award brings the total 
Texaco has been ordered to pay in 
damages to the Pennzoil company 
to $1 1 .12 billion, the biggest court 

award ever made. 

State district Judge Solomon 
Casseb Tuesday upheld a jury's 
• decision«gamstTexgpo for lurpig 
Getty Oil away from an agreed 
merger with Pennzoil’ in ‘1984. 

Texaco, the fifth biggest cor- 
poration in the United States, 
immediately declared it would 
seek a new trial, saying that enf- 
orcement of the order could ban- 
krupt it as h is only worth $l0il 
bilhon. 


A jury derided last month that, 
in acquiring Getty Oil last year. 
Texaco induced Getty and its pri- 
ncipal stockholders to breach a 
binding agreement with Pennzoil. 

Texaco claimed Getty’s pact 
with PennzoD was never signed 
but was based on an agreement 
announced in a news release. 

Texaco President Alfred C. 
Decrane Jr. who two weeks ago 
said the company might consider 
bankruptcy proceedings, said 
Tuesday that a new trial “will 
-Sbo^jbat everything Texaco did 
• wiis quite appropriate." 

PennzoD President Hugh Lie- 
dtke said he was delighted with the 
ruling and added that it would not 
be unusual for the two companies 
to start talking — presumably 
about a settlement — prior to any 
fippeaf. 

Lawyers for Texaco said the 


company would file a motion for a 
new trial within 30 days. Judge 
Casseb then wQI have 30 days in 
which to grant or deny the motion. 
If Judge Casseb denies it. Texaco 
can appeal to the next, higher 
court, the State Civil Court of 
Appeals. 

The judge ordered Pennzoil not 
to attempt to collect the award 
without court approval, and ord- 
ered Texaco not to dispose of any 
assets and to keep intact pro- 
perties formerly owned liy Getty 
. hi? jur-, 

isdictiom ^ 

Before the judge ruled. Texaco 
lawyers said the signing and filing 
of the judgment against it would 
■put the company into a position 
where it would have to seek pro- 
tection from creditors under cha- 
pter 11 of the U.S. bankruptcy 
code. 


Arab banker sentenced to 3 years jail 


BAHRAIN (R) — The former 
chairman of a Bahraini-based 
bank. Mr. Hussain Najadi, was 
sentenced Wednesday to three 
years' imprisonment on charges 
referring to a loan for a Swiss 
company registered in his name. 

Legal sources said he was found 
guilty on four counts linked to a 
loan for five million Swiss francs 
($2.4 million) by his Arab Asian 
Bank to the Swiss company. 

They said he was charged with 


using another person’s name to 
obtain money for his own interest, 
collecting money for his own int- 
erest. failing to report the loan to. 
the bank's board of directors, and 
signing for the loan. 

Mr. Najadi. 50. has beea hetd 
since April. The ooun ruled that 
time already served will be ded- 
ucted from his sentence. His law- 
yer said he would appeal against 
the conviction and, if it stands, 
would also appeal the sentence. 


Mr. Najadi. bom in Bahrain, set 
up Arab Asian Bank in 1981 and 
Saudi Arabia's Middle East Fin- 
ancial Group (MEFG) completed 
a takeover last August. 

Financial terms of the deal were 
not disclosed, but banking sources 
say the Luxembourg-based 
MEFG stepped in at the request of 
Bahrain Monetary Agency to pro- 1 
vent a collapse of Arab Asian over' 
problem loans.

NAIROBI (Agencies) — The United Nations Chi- 
ldren’s Fund (UNICEF) Wednesday accused the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) of aggravating 
Africa’s appalling problems by neglecting human 
factors in the economic reforms it had promoted. 


Partly as a result of narrowly- 
conceived reforms, “children and 
their mothers in sub-Saharan Afr- 
ica are less healthy than in any 
other major region of the world." 
UNICEF said in a report. 

“While steady progress is being 
made in other regions, the sit- 
uation in Africa appears to be eit- 
her stagnant or deteriorating." 

The report. Within Human 
Reach. A Future For Africa's Chi- 
ldren. quoted a U-S. survey which 
found that 17 million children 
under five in sub-Saharan Africa 
— 25 per cent of the total —were 
malnourished even before the 
recent drought. 

“These numbers certainly have 
increased in recent years in the 
worst-hit countries." the report 
said. 

It said the IMF and World Bank 
had stressed improving the bal- 
ance of payments of impoverished 
African countries and repaying 
their debts at the expense of boo- 
sting employment and social ser- 
vices. 

“Ironically, the result has often 
teen an aggravation of the eco- 
nomic crisis and a parallel human 
crisis as unemployment rises, inc- 
omes of the most vulnerable gro- 
ups fall, import-dependent ind- 
ustries cut production, public ser- 
vices are curtailed and public dis- 
content and political instability 
grow." UNICEF said. 

When due attention was paid to 
the human factor, results were 
often impressive, it added. 


In Zimbabwe, peasant farmers 
produced- 500.000 tonnes of 
maize above their immediate 
needs last year because for the 
first time they received high- 
yielding seed, were offered credit 
and were paid a good price for 
their crops, it said. 

The report says a new version of 
the Marshall Plan Is needed to 
spare the continent from a future 
of “staggering from one crisis to 
another.” 

The report, says the flow of fam- 
ine relief aid over the pasi year 
should be converted into long- 
term financial support “at a level 
considerably higher than recently 
available." 

As with the original Marshall 
Plan that assisted Western Europe 
after World War II. increased aid 
should te provided to African 
countries according zo their ind- 
ividual needs, the report said. 

Without such finance, it said. 
“African countries will te forced 
into a position of staggering from 
one crisis to- another, finding the- 
mselves less well equipped to meet 
new problems after new dis- 
asters.” 

In a foreword to the report. She- 
ikh Kane. Senegal's planning min- 
ister. said that under existing dev- 
elopment programmes “many 
Africans are being saved from 
death only to be thrust into per- 
manent dependency." 

He said the austerity measures 
and economic adjustments dem- 
anded by foreign lenders “derive 


from an overriding preoccupation 
with international monetary con- 
cerns and are consequently unl- 
ikely to bring improvements to 
Africa.” 

The African report, released 
the same day as UNI CEFs annual 
suite of the world's children rep- 
ort. said the IMF should redirect 
its financing toward low-income 
countries. In 1984. it said. IMF 
lending agreements with all Africa 
were less than half the value of 
IMF agreements with Brazil. 

The report -lisied slx areas 
where programmes should he foc- 
used. with the rwin objectives of 
meeting basic human needs and 
encouraging sustained dev- 
elopment. 

— Achieving self-reliance in 
food production. 

— Expanding and improving 
basic services such as health care, 
water supply and education. 

— Recognising the role of 
women, who perform much of 
Africa's agricultural labour, and 
expanding programmes to meet 
their needs. 

— Protecting the environment, 
particularly in dry areas where the 
soil has 1>een degraded.

WASHINGTON (R) - A five- 
year strategy for an all-out attack 
against record high U.S. budget 
deficits is nearing final approval in 
Congress. 

A conference committee of the 
House of Representatives and the 
Senate formally cleared it late 
Tuesday for House and Senate 
action Thursday. Congressional 
leaders said the unique blitz to, aid 
-$200 billion deficits by 1991 is- 
expected to pass both houses with 
a bqjartisan majority. 

Although Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger and secretary 
of state. Mr. George Shultz, pro- 
tested that the potential broad- 
scale spending cuts in the so-cal led 
Gramm- Rud man plan could hurt 
national defence. President Rea- 
gan has backed it. 

And one key senator. Mr. Bob 
Packwood of Oregon, said Tue- 
sday night that he expected him to 
sign it into law. 

The plan, conceived by Rep- 
ublican senators Phil Gramm of 
Texas and Warren Rudman of 
New Hampshire, is simple in its 
concept and complex in its many 
details. 

It sets mandatory ceilings on 
deficits that Mr. Reagan and his 
successor wall have to submit in his 
annual budget, starting with $ 1 44 
billion in Mr. Reagan's 1 987 bud- 


get that will go to Congress in Feb- 
ruary. • • 

Congress then has to meet those 
deficits through slashes in defence 
and non-defence spending, split 
generally 50-50. If Congress fails 
to act. Mr. Reagan would have to 
make extraordinary, across- 
the-teurd cuts to get under the 
ceifings.

taxes although Mr. Reagan has 
said he would propose them only 
as a last resort to cut deficits, a 
cause of continuing alarm in dom- 
estic and international financial 
circles.

Since social security pensions, 
veterans and programmes for the 
poor are excluded from the 
budget-cutting axe. Mr. Reagan 
would have little choice but to

'“Mr. Reagan, hi a statement 
Tuesday night, welcomed the 
compromise hill and called on 
Congress' to swiftly approve it.

Mr. Marcos, whose nomination 
was a formality, said his sometime 
critic Mr. Tolentino had agreed to 
lie his running mate. 

Mr. Tolentino. 75. was sacked 1 
as foreign minister in March after 
disagreements with Mr. Marcos 
but he was the only KBL can- 
didate in Manila to win a National 
Assembly seat in parliamentary 
elections in May 1984. 

The vice-president post has 
been empty since martial law was 
declared in i 972. Martial law was 
lifted in 1981. 

In his speech Mr. Marcos lashed 
opposition figures, calling them 
“fraudulent and would-be leaders 
of our country who claim to 1% 
apostles of peace but are in fact 
the hidden power of terrorism....*' 

“Which candidate and which 
party is ready to put forward a 
credible and availing programme 


for national economic recovery 
and renewal?” he said. 

“And which party and which 
candidate is ready to face the cha- 
llenge of Communist insurgency 
in the country and carry this str- 
uggle to a victorious conclusion?” 

Mr. Tolentino. who sat just beh- 
ind him during the speech, said 
later: “With the Marcos- 
Tolentino team there is no more 
need for the opposition because 
the opposition is running with 
Marcos" — an apparent reference 
to himself. 

The 68-year-old president, 
wearing a striped, short-sleeved 
shirt, was borne triumphantly into 
and out of the convention hall by 
supporters as brass bands played. 

The main challengers to Mr. 
Marcos will be Corazon Aquino, 
widow of murdered opposition 
leader Benigno Aquino, and for- 
mer KBL member Salvador Lau- 
rel. 

An Aquino- Laurel ticket was 
considered the opposition's best 
hope of Ideating Mr. Marcos hut it 
failed to materialise after the two 
disagreed over which party banner 
to adopt. 

Mrs. Aquino filed her can- 
didacy papers at the commission 
on elections Wednesday. Several 
hundred cheering supporters cra- 
mmed the narrow street and sca- 


our identified with the Aquino 
movement — as her cavalcade of 
cars arrived.

Chazov attacks SDI in Nobel lecture 


OSLO. Norway (AP) — The Sov- 
iet doctor who helped found the 
anti-war organisation which won. 
this year's Nolrel Peace Prize att- 
acked the Reagan adm- 
inistration's Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative (SDI) Wednesday as “one 
more step toward nuclear cat- 
astrophe.” 

Cardiologist Yevgeny Chazov. 
delivering a traditional Peace 
Prize lecture, said, “the minds of 
honest scientists, of all men. can- 
not I* reconciled with turning the 
vicinity of our planet so for 
weapons-free into an arena of mil- 
itary competition." 

“The ‘space shield' will mean 
one more step toward nuclear cat- 
astrophe.” Dr. Chazov said in the 
prepared text of his address. 

He said such a shield would 
“create temptation to effect a first 


strike with inmunity” and claimed 
that “any defence will inevitably, 
lead to the creation of means to- 
overcome it.” 

Dr. Chazov. a Soviet deputy 
health minister, is a co-founder of 
International Physicians foi the- 
Prevention of Nuclear War. an 
anti-war group which was given 
this year's Peace Prize in Oslo cer- 
emonies Tuesday. 

Dr. Bernard Lown of the Uni- 
ted States, a fellow cardiologist 
and co-founder, used his lecture 
Tuesday to descril»e group’s view 
of a world devastated by nuclear 
war. with doctors unable to help 
the survivors. 

“As no national interest would 
justify inflicting genocide on the 
victim and suicide on the agg- 
ressor. a prevalent misconception 
is that nuclear war will jjever be 


fought.” Dr. Lown said. “But the 
realities of our age compel an 
opposite assessment.” 

Dr. Lown and Dr. Chazov pic- 
ked up their organisation's check 
for 1.8 million Swedish kronor 
(about $225,000) in Oslo Mon- 
day. while identical checks were 
given in Stockholm to the winners 
of the Nobel Prizes in Chemistry. 
Physics. Economics. Medicine and 
Literature. 

They said they planned to use 
the money to strengthen the phy- 
sician group's administration and 
to send representatives around the 
world to promote its campaign.

Nairobi -Radio said Tuesday 
night Mr. A rap Moi had told Uga- 
ndan head of state Gen. Tito'Oke- 
llo and NRA leader Yoweri Mus- 
eveni that the pact would lie sig- 
ned on Friday at 1 0 O'clock (0700 
GMT)- It gave no further details. 

Western diplomats said Mr. 
A rap Mofs announcement app- 
eared to amount to an ultimatum, 
and that he may pull out as med- 
iator if the pact is not signed on 
Friday. 

Kenyan newspapers Wed- 
nesday played down the ann- 
ouncement. devoting only a few 
paragraphs to it. apparently ref- 
lecting uncertainty that the agr- 
eement will in fact be signed. 

Although the two sides seemed 
to lie on the verge of reaching agr- 
eement laLe last month, they have 
intensified their verbal attacks on 
each other in recent weeks and 
fighting has intensified in Uganda. 

Former Ugandan leader Idi 
Amin, who lives in exile in Saudi 
Arabia, told Reuters in a tel- 
ephone interview that he was 
going back to Uganda “because 
my people need me.” 

“1 cannot say how or when this 
will happen ... But I am confident. 

I have friends in Uganda.” Amin 
said. 

Amin confirmed he had told his 
plans to British-liom Bob Asties. 
who arrived in London on Sunday 
after six years in a Ugandan pri- 
son.

Pakistan wants change in 
Kabul’s stand at peace talks 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Kabul must 
change its stand in United 
Nations-sponsored Afghan peace 
talks if any progress is to be made. 
Pakistan’s foreign minister said in 
an interview published Wed- 
nesday. 

Sahabzada Yaqub Khan told 
the Pakistan Times that Kabul's 
insistence on direct talks showed it 
was using the Geneva meetings co 
win recognition from Pakistan 
rather than seek an end to the war. 

Pakistan refuses to deal directly 
with Afghanistan, negotiating ins- 
tead through U.N. 
Undersecretary-General Diego 
Cordovez because it does not rec- 
ognise the Soviet-backed Babrak 
Karmal government. 

The sixth round of the dea- 
dlocked indirect talks, which 
began in 1 982. opens in Geneva 
on Monday. 

Noting statements by Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev, which 
U.S. officials have interpreted as 
showing a new Kremlin flexibility 
on Afghanistan. Mr. Yaqub Khan 
said only that he hoped they would 


be reflected in the negotiations. 

Kabul held up the last round in 
August by insisting on direct talks 
before it would discuss a timetable 
for withdrawal of Moscow's 
1 1 5.000 troops from Afghanistan. 

Islamabad says any agreement 
must include a clear timetable, a 
concession Kabul and Moscow 
have until now avoided by saying 
withdrawal was a matter for them 
to solve. 

President Mohammad Zia U1 
Haq repeated this stand Thursday 
night in Colombo, saying the 
Geneva talks had yielded some 
positive results but adding: “It is 
evident that there can be no set- 
tlement unless the Soviet Union 
agrees to withdraw its forces wit- 
hin a reasonable time-frame.” 

Pakistani diplomatic sources 
said Soviet officials have been spr- 
eading confusing reports about 
the Geneva meeting, including 
one saying Kabul and Islamabad 
would sign the three agreements 
already reached and leave the last 
—concerning the troop pullout — 
for their next round. 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP) — 
Australia, standing firmly behind 
the United States in die flap over 
the future of ANZUS. made dear 
Wednesday it will not let New 
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erf ere with its defence ties. 

“If it is clear that (ANZUS) has 
broken down. Australia will move 
very quickly to seal ... the quality 
and the nature of the bilateral rel- 
ationship between the United Sta- 
tes and Australia,” Foreign Min- 
ister B01 Hayden said. 

Mr. Hayden spoke in a radio 
interview aday afterNew Zealand 
Prime Minister David Lange int- 
roduced draft legislation to par- 
liament formalising New Zea- 
land’s ban on visits by nudear 
armed and powered warships and 
aircraft 

The anti- nudear bill, expected 


to be in force by next March, has 
caused a serious deterioration in 
relations between Washington 
and Wellington and thrown the 
alliance grouping Australia, New 
Zealand ana die United .States 
into disarray. 

Washington has said the treaty 
is unworkable so long as New Zea- 
land enforces its anti-nuclear ban. 

ANZUS. signed in 1951. pro-, 
vides for the three member cou- 
ntries to consult in the event one 
of them is attacked in the Pacific. 

Informed sources said Australia 
was not specifically seeking to sign 
a separate bilateral treaty with the 
United States in the event that 
ANZUS collapse.

75. appointed 
in 1956 by the late leader Nikita 
Khrushchev, was responsible for 
building up the Soviet fleet from a 
coastal force to a global presence. 

The emergence of the Soviet 
Union as an oceanic power is seen 
as one of the major strategic eve- 
nts of the postwar period. 

A dm. Gorshkov’s replacement 
by Admiral Vladimir Chemavin. 
chief of staff of naval forces, was 
the latest in a series of chan

According to rumours cir- 
culating among diplomats. War- 
saw Pact Commander in Chief 
Viktor Kulikov may also soon be 
replaced. 

Military experts see Adm. Gor- 
shkov. who held his post under 
five leaders, as one of the major 
figures in the Soviet Union’s rise 
to tbe status of world military 
power. 

When he took command, his 
first job was to dismantle the fou- 
ndations of an obsolescent navy of 
big surface ships planned by the 
late dictator Stalin.

U.S. agrees to discuss 
troop reduction in Spain 


MADRID (R) — Spam’s Socialist 
government has secured U.S. agr- 
eement to negotiate a cut in foe 
American military presence here, 
a move which it hopes will help 
keep the country in NATO. 

A joint statement issued Tue- 
sday night after two days of talks 
between U.S. and Spanish dip- 
lomats said foe two countries 
would start negotiations in foe 
first half of 198o. aiming to adjust 
the number of U.S. troops in' 
Spain. 

“Once agreed, foe adjustments 
will imply a gradual decrease of 
the American military presence in 
Spain, based on the assumption by 
foe Spanish A rmed Forces of cer- 
tain tasks currently carried out by 
the U.S. forces." it said. 

Twelve thousand US. troops 


are currently stationed at a navy 
base and three air bases in Spain. 

Socialist Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez, who has promised a 
referendum on NATO mem- 
bership next March, hopes that a 
cut in the U.S. presence will inf- 
luence public opinion in favour of 
staying in foe alliance. 

Elected in 1982 on an anti- 
NATO platform. Mr. Gonzalez 
now believes that foe country can- 
not afford to leave foe alliance. 

He hopes the troops cut and a 
pledge to keep Spain out of 
NATO's military structure will 
help swing public opinion. 

U.S. officials in Washington had 
said the Reagan administration 
considered foe current military 
presence appropriate.

SYDNEY (R) — A disgruntled plastic surgery patient wound up 
in oourt Wednesday accused of threatening to blow his surgeon's 
head off.
